ALTHO* several Essays have already been offered to the 
Public, and each Compiler has attempted a descriptive 
List of the Pro v i n ci a lCo i ns which havebcen profusely issued 
within the last ten Years, yet cither from their not adually 
possessing extensive CollcftionA themselves, or for Want of 
proper Iniformation of such as they had not Opportxmity of in. 
spehing, innumerable Errors and Repetitions Imve qrcpt into 
their Performances, and rendered them more lijcely to mislead 
the CoUeftor or Virtuosp, than to guide or direft him either in 
the proper Arrangement of his Cabinet, or in the procuring 
fres}i Ac^quisitions thereto* These Considjerations first 
prompted the Compiler of the present Work„ to commit to 
the Press a descriptive List of the Provincial Coins in his own 
CoUedion, which he had prepared for the Purpose of properly 
arranging his Cabinet, believing that it would prove useful 
and acceptable to most of the CoUedors of those Produdlions 

of the Mint. As the Whole is arranged alphabetically, a 

very considerable Number of Varieties consequently fell into 
the Compiler's Haod^ckuifcjthe^iintiftg of the Work, which 
could not possibly be inserted in their proper Order, and 
rendered an Appendix indispensably necessary, wherein, at 
the earnest Solicitation of sevetal of his Friends, are inserted 
such other adlually existing Coins and Varieties, (that are not 
in his own CoUedlion, ) as he coi^ld obtain proper Descrip- 
tions of, each of which i^ marked with a superior Number 
denoting the particular Gentleman's Cabinet the Coin is in ; 
they having very liberally favored him with Lists of their 
respedive Colledlions. 

The Compiler flatters himself that the Plan he has adopted 
will be found clear and comprehensive, and that the Publica- 
tion will be as free from Errors as can be expeded from the 
complex Nature of it,
